as a mechanism to cut strike 
and to maintain the unity of labor and 
management. It deals only with inter. 
pretations of collective agreements and 
is in no sense a wage-fixing body.

ing gestures of peace as are being ex- 
changed between once bitter enemies like 
France and Germany. 


France has proposed the pooling.of 


“ Kurope’y ‘ vital “coat atid’ steel” industries 


tinder a Corhnion “authority ash Adve" 
towards peace and prosperity. This.proj- 
ect—approved by the cabjnet and an- 
nounced by Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman—would include the joining of 
France’s output in the rich Saar and Lor- 
raine regions with that of Germany's 
industrially famous Ruhr valley. 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of West 
Germany has greeted this proposition as 
“a magnanimous step of the greatest 
possible significance,” adding: 


“It appears to me that this creates 
the pre-conditions for making any future 
conflict between France and Germany 
impossible.” 

The French proposal could have far- 
reaching results if it develops favorably. 
The features of Franco-German amity 
are the most surprising element, but 
this is only one aspect of a general 
economic development involving the 
whole of western Europe. 

Success of the project is calculated to 
mean great things for the economic re 

n of Europe. And the economic 
rehabilitation is essential to military pre 
paredness for defence. 

In this connection the United States 
is said to support the idea of German 
"partic tion in the economic and politi- 
cal fields but not in the military. That 
probably will present the views of the 
other western European countries, 
France, in particular, has been fearful 
of German rearmament, and this feeling 
is shared by Britain and lesser states. 


However, from the economic view- 
point there is widespread agreement that 
the rehabilitation of Germany is essential 
to the recovery of the rest of Europe. 
In London this thought is tempered some- 
what by the fear that a combination of 
German and French heavy industries 
might deprive Britain of her dominant 
place in the European steel business,
